Editorial Correspondence. 


Antioch occupies one of the most con- 
venient and pleasant situations for an 
inland seaport town in the state. Just 
out of the Suisun Bay on the north, it 
is really on the San Joaquin River, west 
side, at the only point below Stockton 
where the high land juts abruptly on 
the water. ‘It has a fine, deep water 
front, at which large vessels may load a 
full cargo for foreign ports. The 
Grangers have, this fall, thus loaded one 
ship of some twelve hundred tons, for 
Liverpool, with grain, and are expecting 
another in a few days to be sent out to 
the same place. The town has not 
grown as would rather be expected, but 
yet is sure to do so, and be one of the 
prominent inland villages around our 
chain of bays. It has a good number 
of fair brick stores and business houses, 
with many pleasant, good, framed resi- 
dences. 

The population could not be over 
eight hundred, mostly families. They 
have a fine, two-story, brick school- 
house, with graded apartments. There 
is also one good, neat church building, 
with appropriate spire, on a large lot, 
well inclosed with a picketed fence. 
The whole church-going people have 
seemed, after the method of christians in 
the apostolic age, to be united in one 
scriptural church, based wholly on the 
word of divine revelation, with a minis- 
ter of their united choice, Rev. Mr. 
Beaizley. We greatly regret that one 
so much esteemed and so able in the 
preaching of the gospel should find, that 
in the removal from the place of a num- 
ber of the families of the church, and in 
the commercial failure of a leading man, 
he has determined to seek another field 
of labor. 

Back of Antioch, to the west, the 
beautiful plain extends nearly four miles, 
from which the steep, varied, grass- 
covered mountains immediately rise. 
These mountains are really the eastern 
range of the Contra Costa or Middle 
Range of the State. We doubt if there 
is in California a more romantic and 
lovely alpine region than this to the 
west of Antich, extending away to the 
south. But from its one lofty peak, ris- 
ing three thousand, four hundred feet in 
the air, grandly broken and rugged, 
called, by a mistake of the early Amer- 
icans, in their misunderstanding the 
Spanish language, a name of base and 
wicked associations, the whole range is 
designated by the same term. The old 
India name for this mountain was a 
noble one in sound and signification, 
a namely easily woven into the richest 
of poetry, and glowing with old associ- 
ations of the wild Indian legends. : 

In this range are two flourishing min- 
ing towns, called Somerville and Nor- 
tonville, where some eighteen thousand 
tons of the best coal in the State are 
monthly taken out and mapped to San 
Francisco. 

Somerville has a small church-build- 
ing, called @ union-house, but doubtless 
Owned by the Methodists. These have: 
endeavored to occupy the place, hut 
church matters have not flourished 
much. Still we would encourage what | 


remains and wish them perseverance till 


a harvest of good is reaped. One great 
evil of Somerville is that the miners do 


not own their own house lots, and 
thus few wish to embellish or im- 
prove their places or do much for the 
town, since soon they may need to move 
elsewhere. Still, there must be six or 
seven hundred people residing here in 
work. 

Nortonville is a half larger town, 
over a dividing ridge, to the northwest, 
and mostly settled by Welshmen, with 
their families, These people, through 
all the mining regions of California, are 
remarkable for retaining and living up 
to their early and excellent training in 
the christian religion. Here one fair 
Congregational church-building answers 
the wants of the people as a place of 
worship. Over this church Rev. Mr. 
Parry is settled as pastor, of whom all 
spoke in strongest terms of approval. 
He preaches in the morning, every Sab- 
bath, to the Welsh, and in the evening 
to the Americans, speaking both lan- 
guages with perfect ease, having at both 
services good audiences of a hundred to 
a hundred and fifty hearers. A - 
Sabbath-school is regularly held, 
number eqnal to the adult attendance 
at church. 


Over the range, at the foot of the 


lofty mountain, in a region exceedingly 
romantic, is Clayton, a pleasant Amer- 


ican village of three hundred people,, 


and good farming community around. 
They are a united, intelligent, and quiet 
people, with a superior Congregational 
church-building, neat parsonage, fair 
attendance at worship, with an esteemed 
pastor, Rev. Mr. Merritt. Already this 
small church has sent out from its mem- 
bership three, if not four, young men 
into the gospel ministry, surpassing, in 
this respect, every other Congregational 
church on the coast. We propose a 
most earnest inquiry to other churches 
whether they may not copy the example 
of this church and put forward into the 
work of the ministry a good number 
who may become a blessing to the world 
in their ns the gospel of Christ 
to men.

Jadas) bat that they must become 
child-like. Our ambition be consid- 
ered great and prominent is@ habit that 
is strengthened by being indulged. In 
childhood it does not exist. The 
apostles were to become children in 
humility. So every christian is to be 
child-like; not expecting earthly honors, 
not claiming earthly homage, not schem- 


ing to secure high position. 


| 


Christians should not only be child- 
like, but also "should receive and treat 
childlike natures in love and*with sym- 
pathy. Proud, unloving character is 
wrong.- Humility, patience, genuineness 
in christian experience, will prompt one 
to deal lovingly with children, and to 
possess the child-spirit is to receive 
Christ, ¢, ¢., to be a christian, and since 
“God was in Christ,” to receive Christ 
is to receive God himself. ‘“‘ As we 
open our hearts to the confiding, lowly, 
loving, obedient child-spirit, and reject 
the ambitious spirit of the world, we 
open our hearts for the entrance of the 
lord.” As children folded in the Say- 
iour’s arms, we should trust in him, lov- 
ing all whom he receives. _ 

5. Unchristian jealousy. Vs. 38-40. 
The disciples had met one who was 
casting out devils in Christ’s name. He 
was fullowing Christ, else he could not 
have performed the miracles, but he did 
not follow the apostles, and their high 
party feeling led them to look upon the 
man with jealous feelings, and to hinder 


-him in his’ work. They did not porsess 


the child-like spirit. They did not re- 
ceive one who honored Jesus, and so 
n|they die not receive their own Lord. 
Christ, pointing to the child, taught 
them that their jealousy was wrong. He 
owns as his friends all who trust in him, 
however weak their faith, and whatever 
defects there may be in the expression 
of their faith. 

6. Serving Christ with a cup of cold 
water, V.41. It is not necessary to 
work miracles. The humbiest act of 
the daily life, if done in a loving spirit, 
and with a desire to honor Christ, is a 
christian act, and will receive the Sav- 
iour’s approval. The slightest token of 
regard for christians because they are 
christians, shows that they have a re- 
gard for Christ. Children should be en- 


couraged by the fact that the Saviour 


loves to accept their feeblest and most 
common services. They can serve 
Christ with a cup of cold water, with a 
kind word, with a cheerful face, and in 
everything they have to do. 

7. Putting hindrances in the way of 
young christians, V. 42. Wherever 
there is a germ of faith its possessor 
should be helped to trust and under- 
stand Christ more fully. The millstone 
about the neck would make impossible | e 
the recovery of the person who sunk in 
the water. A person had better die him- 
self than hinder a child christian from 
clinging to and abiding in Christ. Many 
a child ought to be encouraged to join 
the church, and receive christian nurture 
within it, who is made to feel that he is 
too young to become a christian, too 
young to live a life of faith, And yet 
our Saviour says: “ Suffer little children 
to came unto me, and forbid them not.” 
“And whosoever shall offend one of 
these little ones that believe in me, it is 
better for him that a millstone were 
hanged about his neck and he were cast 
into the sea.” 


From the Hawaiian Islands. 


Eprrors Paciric—Derar Breruken : 
In speaking further of the state and 
prospects of the Hawaiian race, I re- 
mark, ‘‘ while there is life there is hope.” 
This is as true of nations as of individ- 
uals, We who have long labored for 
the salvation of this nation, should not 
act the part of benevolent and skillful 
physicians were we to despair utterly of 
the cure of the Hawaiian race, though 
to appearance “ the whole head is sick 
and the whole heart faint.” Though 
there is a point in a nation’s history be- 
yond which the divine forbearance can- 
not reach, yet as God has a people here, 
his hidden ones, some at least, who “ sigh 
and cry for the abominations which are 
committed in the land,” may we not 
hope that he is saying of the descend. 
ants of Kamehameha, sinking to human 
appearance to a state beyond recovery, 
ds he oncé said of Ephraim, “ How 
shall I give thee up, Hawaii? How 
shall I deliver thee, land of Kaahumanu, 
Hoapili, and Batimea? How shall I 
make thee as Admah? How shall I set 
thee as Zeboim? My heart is turned 
within, me; my. Tepentings ere kindled | up 
together ; I will not.execute the fierce- 
ness.of my anger; I will not return to 
destroy thee.” In carrying out these 


| benevolent impulses of his heart, God 


interposed the nation and 
utter ruin. Will he do so in relation to 
Hawaii? Let us inquire on what terms 
succor was afforded Israel. In other 
words, What were the conditions re- 
quired of the nation in order that God 
might raise it from its depressed state ? 
This will show us what he expects of 
other depressed nations, the Hawaiians 
among the rest. I reply, first, God re. 
quired of Israel, and requires of other de- 
pressed nations, unfeigned repentanee, 
deep contrition, an entire forsaking of 
sin, 

Take a single passage from the many 
which speak of repentance as an indis- 
pensable condition of raising a nation 
from a state of depression to one of 
prosperity. “At what instant,’ said 
God, by his prophet, “ I speak concern- 
ing a kingdom to pluck up, and to pull 
down, and to destroy it, if that nation 
against whom I have pronounced turn 
from their evil, I will repent of the evil 
that I thought to do unto them.” 
** Therefore also now saith the Lord, turn 
ye even to me with all your heart, and 
with fasting, and with weeping, and 
with mourning, and rend your heart 
and not your garment, and turn unto 
the Lord your God,” 


God’s word, which show conclusively 
that he required national repentance of 
Israel as a condition of raising them 
from their depressed state. 

That he requires repentance, deep 
contrition of soul, an entire forsaking of 
sin of other than the Israelitish nation, 
we learn from the history of Nineveh, 
the capital of the Assyrian Empire, as 
we find it in the Book of Jonah. God, 
who is no respecter of persons, commis- 
siowed his prophet to declare the doom 
of this proud city—its speedy ruin. 
** Yet forty days and Nineveh shall be 
overthrown,” was doubtless understood 
to mean that such would be the fate ‘of 
the city, the people continuing as they 
then were, impenitent, proud, pleasure- 
loving men and women. That such was 
the understanding of king and subjects 
appears from their movements. On 
hegring the announcement of the proph- 
ets; “‘ the people,” we are told, “‘ believed 
God, and proclaimed a fast, and put on 


to the least of them. For word 

e unto the King of Nineveh, and he 
rose from his throne, and he laid his 
robe from him, and covered him with 
cloth and sat in ashes. - And he 

it to be proclaimed and published 
through Nineveh, by the decree of the 
king and his nobles, saying,. Let neither 
man nor beast, herd nor flock, taste any- 
ys g; let them not feed nor drink 
ater. But let man and beast be cover- 
oa ctw sackcloth and cry mightily unto 
Yea, let them turn, every one, 

from his évil way, and from the violence 
that is in their hands. Who can tell if 
God will turn and repent, and turn 
away from his fierce anger, that we 


not ?”? 

. this most affecting item of history 
we learn, 1st. That God requires nation- 
al repentance for national sins. 2d. In 
what such repentance consists, and 3d, 


God saw their works, that they turned 
from their evil way ; and God repented 
of the evil that he said he would do un- 
to them, and he did it not.” 


From the dealings of God with guilty, 
depressed, but repentant Israel, and es- 
pecially with the once proad, but after- 
watd ‘contrite Nineveh, may we not 
hope that there may be mercy in store 
for this remnant ofa nation, guilty, pol- 
luted, hastening to extinction? Yes, 
hope in proportion to the evidence it 
gives of unfeigned repentance. Could 
we.see the ruler of this nation, in imita- 
tion of the king of Nineveh, humbling 
himself before God, and proclaiming 


crying mightily unto God ; could we see 
them turning every one from his evil 
way, we might indeed cherish the hope 
that he would turn and , repent and 
cause his anger to cease; that he would 
turn the captivity of Hawaii and build 

the nation. Then with gratitude un- 
wil hb: are praying and 
laboring for the Hawaiian’ race, unite 


with king and people in exclaiming, 


“ Who is a God like unto thee, that

Again, 2d, God required of Israel, as

ness, truth, and mercy ; in a word, obedi- 
ence to all his commands. 

“ Thus, saith the Lord, keep ye judg- 
ment and do justice.” Todo justice and 
judgment is more acceptable to the 
Lord than sacrifice. “QO house of 
Dayid, thus saith the Lord, execute 
judgment in the morning, and deliver 
him that is spoiled out of the hand of 
the oppressor, lest. my fury go out like 
fire and burn that none can quench it, 
because of the evil of your doings.” 

That obedience to all God’s commands 
was enjoined, we have abundant evi- 
dence from the promises and threatenings 
of the Bible. “If ye will obey my 
voice indeed, and keep my covenant, 
then ye sball be a peculiar treasure unto 
me above all people, for all the earth is 
mine. And ye shall be unto me a king- 
dom of priests and an holy nation.” 
* Keep, therefore, and do them, for this 
is your wisdom and your understanding 
in the sight of the nations which shall 
hear all these statutes, and say, surely 
this great nation is a wise and under- 
standing people.” It shall come to pass, 
if thou shalt. hearken diligently unto the 
Lord thy God, to observe and to do all 
his commandments, that the Lord thy 
God will set thee on high above all na- 
tions of the earth.”? Andthus promise af- 
ter promise, rich as the clusters of Es- 
chol, are scattered through the pages of 
the Bible, to woo the nations to walk in 
the ways of God’s commands, and secure 
the rich boon of his favor. 

On the other band, the threatenings, 
found in the same volume, in case of 
disobedience, are so fearful that they 
make the ears to tingle and the blood 
well nigh to curdle in the hearing of 
them. The Janguage in which these 
comminations are clothed is unequaled 
in the range of sacred literature, and 
they should be written over the palace- 
gate of every nation’s capital, and qn the 
introductory page of every nation’s stat- 
ute-book, that like the flaming sword of 
Eden, turning every way, they may 
guard the entrance to the paths of dis- 
obedience. 

The same requisition God makes of 
every nation as he made of Israel 
as a condition for securing his 
favor. Righteousness, trath, and mer- 
cy, the attributes of rulers in their in- 
tercourse with other nations ; obedience 
to the laws of God, yielded by all, rulers 
and subjects: these alone will raise up a 
depressed nation and secure the perma- 
nent standing of a promising one. Let 
worldly-wise men speculate as they will 
on the causes of the rise and fall of 
kingdoms and empires, we know who 
hath said and is saying to all who open 
his word: “ The nation and kingdom 
that will not serve the Lord shall per- 
ish. Yea, those nations shall be utterly 

wasted.” “And hath he said it, and 
shall he not do it? Or hath he spoken, 
and shall he not make it good ?” 

A few remarks recapitulory will close 
this discourse: Ist. We learn the 
cause, and the sole cause of the low 
state of the Hawaiian nation. Sin 
against God, disobedience to his good 
laws, rejection of his easy reign, con- 
tempt of his lawful authority —here, and 
here only, do we find the cause of the 
decreasing population; of the feeble, 
sickly, ghostly appearance of so many 
whom we meet, from day to day, who, 
but for their iniquitous practices, might 
be strong and active, contributing their 
fall share to national wealth and pros. 
perity. ‘“ Righteousness exalteth a na- 
nation, but sin is a reproach to any 
people.” 

2d. We learn from this discourse the 
duty and the privilege of sympathizing 
with the Hawaiians in their depressed 
state and crying to God and man on 
their behalf. 

God only can raise the nation from its 
depressed and dying state. ' He is Bay- | 
ing as plainly as he once said to Israel, 
*O, Hawaii, thou , hast {destroyed thy- 
self, but in me is thy help.” Low as 
the race is reduced, there is still hope in 


their case, provided all will awake to a

sense of the true state of things—of the 
guilt of the nation, of the imminent 


danger of its becoming extinct, and. of 


the abundant resources which are im. re- 
serve for its recovery. Let all chiefs 
and people, all bigh and low, rieh’ and 
poor, men, women, and ‘children, ‘all, 
from the king on the throne to the most 
obscure of his subjects, cease sowing to 
the flesh, let all abandon at once habits 
of inudolence, intemperance, and licer- 
tiousess, and commence sowing ta the 
spirit, become industrious, intelligent, 
temperate, Sabbath-keeping, God-fear- 

ing, law-abiding, truthful, penitent, 

praying men and women, and we might 
hope to see a change speedy and midst 


happy’in the state and prospects of ‘the 


nation; a change which would ‘cause 
Kaaba to rejoice. Be it ours, men from

right, to aid in effecting this change, 
thus averting the displeasure of a holy 
God, saving the remnant of a once noble 
race, and increasing our own blesved- 


Makawao MAvt, 8.

Does the Presbyterian hold that God’s 
grace gives to every man’s ability “equal 
to the duty’? Then do not duty and 
ability properly correspond ? A wri- 
terin the N. Y. Advocate sagely sug- 
gests that one reason why opinions dif- 
fer as to sanctification is that the great 
Methodist divines use sin in two defini- 
nitions.

The number of dabblers in 
sclence—of persons with a slight smat- 
tering of chemistry, geology, botany, 
and so on—too, promises to be largely 
increased for some time to come by the 
arrangements of one sort or another 
made by colleges and schools for scien- 
tific education ; and though there is 
reason to expect from this education a 
considerable improvement in knowledge 
of the art of reasoning, there is also rea- 
son to feara considerable increase of 
dogmatic temper, of eagerness for 
experimentation in all fields, and of 
scorn for the experience of persons 
who have never worked in the labora- 
tory or done any deep-sea dredging.

GERMAN Boox-makine. — German 
book-making, says a correspondent of 
the N. Y. Advocate, suffers when com- 
pared with American. The paper and 
typography are detestable. Some Ger- 
man books are, indeed, fair to look upon, 


scene of dingy, thin paper, and unclear 
letters. And, strangely enough, theolo- 
gical works appear worse than all. As 
an illustration, take the great Commen- 
tary of Lange, which American preach- 
ers have now in pretty fair type. The 
original German of this work is present- 
ed simply detestably. The letters are 
so small, the hinesso closely packed to- 
gether, the paper is so thin and husky, 
that is is an absolute sin against one’s 
eyes to use it at all, save by hitches 
and starts. And a thousand similar 
cases might be cited. The explanation 
of this lies in two facts: 1. The lack of 
concentration in the German book 
trade; 2. The non-intermingling be- 
tween German classes and professions. 


Dr.* Dryspate on Tosacco.—Dr.

Tae OvertureEs For Home Misston- 
ary Comiry,—The Secretaries of ‘the 
Presbyterian and Congregational Home 
Missionary organizations have this last 
week published a long and carefully 
reasoned paper to promote harmony in- 
stead of division in the great field com- 
mitted to their cultivation. Nowhere is 
it more desirable that these suggestions 
should be received than here in Califor- 
nia. To plant two struggling churches 
alongside of each other, in a small 
field, and allow both to draw on the 
missionary treasuries, is shockingly bad 
business: it is worse, it rends the 
body of Christ. The paper of the Secreta- 
ries ought to be spread entire before our 
churches here.

lack of capital to meet the exorbitant demands 
for wages made by them. Emigrants can find 
plenty of employment, for reasonable compen- 
sation ; but they come filled with such extrava- 
gant ideas of California wages, that those who 
cannot find employment for any compensation 
in the Kast, refuse any but the highest, here, 
and make it impossible for capitalists to employ 
them at all. It is true that the cost of living 
is higher here, but that is inevitable while 
labor continues so expensive. Farmers and 
manufactarers must live, and must put a suffi- 
cient price upon their wares to pay their em- 
ployees and support themselves. Let the price 

of labor come down to reasonable rates, and it 
will be a long time before any one is obliged 
to leave California for lack of employment. 


The following sensible advice from the 
“Vallejo Independent ” we commend to our in- 
terior farmers. It is imprudent to hold the 
grain “pack as it is being done. There is a 

vast amount of it stored along the line of the 


railroad which is being held for better prices. 
Without discussing the wisdom of this course, 
and taking for granted that it is good policy, still 
it seems to us that it is dangerous to keep’ the 
wheat away from tide water, when storage can 
be obtained as.cheaply here as in the interior. 
The price here is $1 per ton for the season, or 
25 cents per month. After a while, if an im- 
provement should take place ix the market, 
there will, in all probability, be a general dis- 
position to sell, and then it will be ascertained 
that months must elaspe ,before it can. be 
brought down for shipment,' and many will 
suffer. When the time comes for selling, (and 
come it must) it will be found that the accom- 
modations for transportation in the State are 
insufficient, for the pressure will come on all 
the roads at once, and there will be no such 
thing as one road borrowing rolling stock from 
another.
